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FIELD DAY: CHANGE THE RULES 
A LITTLE

\ \ Yhile operating at the Novice/Tech shack during this year's 
Field Day, I had plenty of time to toss around a few idea’s 
for the people who score this fine event. 


It all started when KI7CL emerged from his mobile cruiser and 
proudly proclaimed that he had made a packet contact netting the 
club two hundred points for the weekend. As my elation over his 
accomplishment subsided, and I made my way back to the Novice/ 
Tech shack, with a fresh supply of pastries (generously supplied by 
WS7L and my lovely wife Dawn) and coffee, a great idea occurred 
to me. Why not score the Novice/Tech contacts a bit more 
generously? 


Here’s the reasoning: Everyone knows the ten meter band is in the 
doldrums. As it turned out, WATJBG and I worked the bulk of the 
weekend and were rewarded most often with mostly static and very 
few real openings. Indeed the farthest contact turned out to be 
Colorado. 


Why not allow two or three points per contact during down points 
of the solar cycle for the Novice/T: echers? When things crank back 
up again pull back to a point per contact. As it was, we were barely 
able to fill one and a half log sheets. At the same time the General 
class station was working pile-up after pile-up on 20 meter, 
Maybe we can change things around to give them .5 points pc 
contact. 


On the other end of our mountain top Field Day experience sat 
KB7POR. Alan was pretty well entrenched in a great looking 
vhf/uhf station. He was also finding it a challenge to score hits on 
6 and 2 meters SSB. I remember him talking about a single 70cm 
SSB contact that he was very proud of even though the club only 


racked up a single point for the contact. 


Please understand ~ this is not a case of sour grapes. Not at all! 
Indeed I am very happy for the Hams that were able to rack up all 
of those points on the General class station. It’s just that. I think it 
would be nice to let the lower class operators contribute more to the 
Field Day point total. In turn this might encourage more Elmering 
by the higher class Operators in setting up more efficient Novice/ 
Tech operations. 


As I understand it, Novice and Technician class operators have to 
do the physical work and operate the station. But I don’t think 
there’s any rule (correct me if I’m wrong) against seeking the 
council of higher class operators in antenna design and the general 
ergonomics of the Novice/Tech station. These better equipped and 
designed Novice/Tech Stations surely would make many more 
contacts, while encouraging more new Hams to get involved wit 

mountain top experiences which generate good friends. grea 
memories and lots of contacts on Field Day!

Xepeditions — Hams will travel the world over to transmit 

from exotic or remote locations. The rationales for these trips 
are numerous. Many DXepeditions are mounted to a country with 
few or no resident hams. This is important to the people working 
toward their DXCC, it puts another country on the air for credit 
toward the award. Sometimes it is just a simple opportunity to visit 
a friend met over the airwaves. And, what the heck, as long as we 
are hear lets get on the air and talk to the folks at home. 


Whatever the motivation, the end result is usually an increased 
opportunity for hams around the world to talk to more countries, 
often countries that are hard to find a contact in. Most of this 
activity is on HF, but the VHF folks are not to be outdone. 


They call their activity mountain topping or roving. Both of these 
activities often take place during contests. Being on top of a 
mountain will increase your range and increase the number of 
contacts you can make during the contest. If the mountain also 
happens to be in rare grid square it can make you very popular. 
You might even get a pileup. 


Roving is going mobile and working out of several grid squares 
during a contest weekend. The Operator usually tries to find a 
remote area so most of the grids are rare, thus giving other 
operators to talk to a number of rare ones in a contest and run up 
the multipliers 


During the Sth Wednesday contest in July KB7POR did the 
mountain topping thing in a rare Zip Code. The Zip Code chosen 
for this trip was 97028. This covers Government Camp and 
Timberline Lodge. Records show that there are no hams resident 
there. This makes it difficult the Zip Code hunters to log this one. 
The area also contains a mountain top. Mt. Hood, the tallest peak 
in the state at 11,235 feet. Early planning suggested that working 
from the summit was probably not advisable. A lower elevation, 
about 6800 feet. was chosen. This required just about a half hour 
walk from Timberline Lodge. 


Hiking uphill at this elevation Suggested the use of light weight 
gear. The decision was made to work the contest QRP. The 
equipment selected was an ICOM 2GAT putting out 5 watts. The 
antenna was an MFJ 3-element beam. To insure adequate power 
for the duration of the contest a 6 Amp-hr battery was used. The 
antenna was mounted on a 5 feet fiberglass mast. With this setup it 


was possible to work all the other stations in the contest that 
evening 


Trips like this are not without their advantages. As the contest was 
cnding there was a beautiful sunset. Before the contest there was 
he picnic dinner on the mountainside. overlooking the snow field 
mm the mountain. So what are you going to be doing on October 29 
vhen the next Sth Wednesday contest happens.

LEAGUE NEWS 


From The ARRL Letter 


The Volunteer Protection Act of 1997 has been signed into law 
by President Clinton! All amateur radio volunteers will benefit 
from this bill. 


This measure aims to provide Federal protection from 
“frivolous, arbitrary, or capricious” law suits filed against indi- 
viduals affiliated with nonprofit organizations and government 
entities and acting in their volunteer capacities 


This would include members of the Amateur Auxiliary and 
volunteer examiners, as well as other volunteers.. The law. 
known as Public Law 105-19, becomes effective September 16, 
1997 


BOARD SUPPORTS HAM SPECTRUM PROTECTIONS 


The ARRL Board of Directors has resolved to support legisla- 
tion that would provide statutory protections for ham radio 
frequencies. The action came as the Board met July 18 and 19 in 
Rocky Hill Connecticut. In taking this action, to Board cited the 
potential threat to Amateur Radio Bands from the federal policy 
of selling spectrum to the highest bidder. 


In a separate action, the Board voted to seek primary Amateur 
Service allocations of 5650 to 5725 Mhz and 5825 to 5850 Mhz 
in the 5650 to 5925 Mhz band that is now a secondary alloca- 


tion.

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RF SAFETY GUIDELINES 
UPDATED

Ww “he FCC announced on August 25, 1997, new RF Safety 

guidelines. The power level threshold at which an amateur 

radio station is required to conduct a routine RF exposure evalua- 

lion is revised. The power level threshold for complying with RF 

exposure guidelines is increased on all HF bands, except 10 

meters. The FCC made no changes in the RF exposure limits 
announced last year. 


A sliding scale is established. The new threshold power levels are 
500 watts for 160 meters through 40 meters; 425 watts on 30 
meters, 225 watts on 20 meters; 125 watts on 17 meters; 100 
watts on 15 meters; 75 watts on 12 meters; and 50 watts on 10 
meters. 


The threshold for all VHF bands is 50 watts. The UHF bands 
have the following power level thresholds: 70 watts on 70 cm; 
150 watts on 33 cm; 200 watts on 23 cm; and 250 watts on 13 cm 
and above. 


Stations operating at or below these power levels are excluded 
from conducting a routine RF radiation evaluation. All stations 
however, without exception, regardless of power levels must 
comply with the RF exposure limits. 


'n making the announcement, the FCC also released OET (Office 
- Technology) Bulletin 65, which contains equations that may 
* used. These formulas are “generic” and may be overly conser- 
valive in estimating power density. For those who are uncomfort- 
able working with equations, there will be a Supplement “B” to 
OET Bulletin 65. This supplement promises to contain informa- 
lion reportedly easier to use in determining if our stations comply 
with the new regulations. 


The supplement, when ready. will be available from the FCC’s 
web site, http://www. fec.gov/oet/rfsafety. Inquiries as to the 
availability of the supplement may be directed to the FCC’s RF 
Safety Program, 202-418-2464, or you can send e-mail to rf- 
safety@fcc. gov 


These regulations apply to your station. You are required to 
perform the routine evaluation if you operate ‘at power levels 
above those stated in the regulation. If it is indicated that your 
operations exceeded the Maximum Permissible Exposure (MPE) 
limits, you must correct the problem and bring your station into 
compliance. Actions that you could take to ensure compliance 
may include changing operating practices, relocating antennas, 
restricting access, changing frequency, changing output power, 
changing emission type or any combination of these

SPECIAL EVENT CALL SIGN 
RULES IMPLEMENTED 


From The ARRL Letter 


ew FCC rules to obtain one-by-one (1X1) call signs for 
Noa events have been implemented, and four coordinators 
have been authorized to handle call sign requests. The first special 
event call sign, W3W, was coordinated August 20 at the request of 
the Scranton Pocono Amateur Radio Klub (SPARK) of Scranton, 
Pennsylvania. W3W will be activated October 11-12, 1997, during 
the Steamtown Marathon. 


On August 18. the FCC authorized the ARRL, The W5YI Group 
Inc. of Arlington, Texas, the Western Carolina Amateur Radio 
Society/VEC Inc. of Knoxville, Tennessee. and the Laurel Ama- 
teur Radio Club Inc. of Laurel, Maryland to “coordinate, maintain 
and disseminate a common database of amateur station special 
event call signs.” A shared database is maintained by the National 
Conference of Volunteer Examiner Coordinators so that both 
requesters and coordinators will know which call signs are avail- 
able 


The FCC says that special event 1X1 call signs are authorized for 
use “in conjunction with an event of special significance.”
